Specials" was ambushed near New- 
town Butler, last evening by a large 
party of armed men. An engage- 
ment resulted in casualties on both 
sides. While this fight waa occur- 
ring the residences of other con- 
stables of the saint organization 
were visited and a number of .the 
constables were kidnapped and car- 
ried over the border.

With Broom Stick Penalized 
By State Superintendent 


Sophia Lanzer, Ladysmith, Must Teach Additional Year 


Before Being Granted a License; Callahan 


Hits Severe Punishment 


Severe punishment for chil- 


dren in the lower' grades 'of 
school is disapproved by John 
Callahan, state superintendent 
of public instruction, he advised 
Sophia Lanzer, teacher at Lady- 
smith, Wis., in a letter today. 
The mother of a boy she whip- 
ped had petitioned the state 
superintendent to annul her li- 
cense. 


Mr. Callahan -decided that 


Miss Lanzer would be required 
to teach an additional year be- 
fore being irranted a life teach- 
er's certificate in Wisconsin, 
because of her act in striking 
Clarence Moyer, one of her pu- 
pils, with a broom-stick. 
"I wish to make it plain to yon 


and any other teacher whose at- 
Uintion may come to this," Mr. 


, Callahan wrote Miss 
Lanzer, 


"That I do not approve of se- 
vere punishment for children 
the age of Clarence Moyer. 


"That his weakness, the main 


cause for the ptmishment, was 
at least as apt to be evidence of 
the need of medical attention as 
of the need of punishment, and 
that the instrument used for 
administering the punishment 
was, to say the least that can 
be said about it, very tadly 
chosen. 


"However, the boy does not 


appear to have suffered 
a/iy 


permanent or lasting injury 
and owing to the fact that this 
is your first year of teaching 
and your first and only case of 
this character of punishment, I 
am not disposed to impose the 
fall penalty asked for in the 
petition of Mrs. Dora Moyer." 


Mr. Callahan eaid that the 


teacher had struck the boy, less 
than 5 years old, with the han- 
dle of a broom about 30 inches 
long, and that the ,boy "being 
Britty and somewhat stubborn, 
failed to give the usual evidence 
of the pain."

when perspiring through a quiz. He must not 
put a pen scratch on his paper after the bell has 
sounded the end of the hour; if he does, ten per 
cent will be deducted from hia paper. If he is 
dissatisfied with his mark an a quiz he must 
bear it in meekness and gentility of spirit. If 
he makes bold to ask to see hi? paper he is likely 
to meet a stern rebuff. 


All these things shatter the morale of the 


students. 
They feel a justifiable resentment 


against the system.' They feel that their work 
is being done under odious compulsion. They 
feel that they are distrusted. They resent the 
disproportionately large ndmber of hours of 
sent the absence of courtesy often noticeable on 
the part of the instructional staff. 


The department ought to be called to account, 


and that soon. The military discipline should be 
transferred to the armory. The ordinary,canons 
of courtesy in the dealings between man and 
man should be given a trial. The rules of the 
College of Letters and Science should be obeyed 
as scrupulously as the instructors in the depart- 
ment demand obedience to their own rules. 


The Daily Cardinal has always stood for high 


standards in university work. We believe that 
the standards in the accounting department can 
be kept high and yet be conducted along lines^of 
decency. We have little sympathy for the usual 
post mortem complaints on grades. Yet we feel 
that the case in question is one where the com- 
plaints are entirely justifiable. 


The accounting department ought to do some

being the best known. 


Origin--of the Song. 


Dixie was written originally for 


a New York performance of JBry- 
ants minstrel show in 1S59. 
The 


troupe had not been having large 
audiences a"d 
the manager 
i'elt 


some very new features were need- 
ed. On a 
Saturday -night Bryant 


said to Emmbtt, "Can't you got up 
a walk-around dancu? I want some- 
thing new and lively for Monday 
night." Brnmett set to. work and 
soon had, the first1 two measures of 
the music. Inspired by this happy 
Iieginning he continued during the 
following day until 
the song- was 


completed. 


As to the origin of the test, it 


appears that a certain kind-hearted 
slaveholder i&med Dixy, who lived 
in Manhattan Island 
in the latter 


part of the 18th cent*ry, treated 
his slaves' s0 well that when they 
were transferred they always wish- 
ed to be back. Hence Dixy's 
be- 


came a symbol of all that was ideal 
and desirable, in the .negro mind. 
In Enunetk's time the origin of the 
phrase had long since been forgot- 
ten, and 
Dixie-land was synony- 


mous with the South. It is said 
that the opening line was a com- 
mon expression among circus men 
in the North. When the 
nipping 


frosts of, early fall caught the tent- 
ed wanderers and they thought of

they were slowly journeying, they 
would eXclaim,-'IOh; I wish I was 
in Dixie." With this line as a'ba- 
sis Emmett 
-sketched a rollicking 


picture of plantation-life. It seems 
to express in its racy, vigorous 
way, the happy disposition of the 
American people.- 


'. A National Favorite, 


. The song proved a.great favorite 
from>the first. It was sung and 
whistled all over New York. Oth- 
er minstrel troups 
-carried '• it\to 


other cities. In 1860 it was used 
at-a,great celebration in New Or- 
leans 
and was acclaimed as truly 


Southern in spirit.- It became .the 
leading . song of the Confederate 
troupes and thus became invested 
with the emotional appeal of a pa- 
triotic ditty. The South has long 
wished to claim it as its own, but 
the North has never been willing 
to relinquish its claim. 


A Pleasant Ending. 


Emmett lived to stripe old- age. 


When he was 80 years of age, Al 
Fields, the director of- a mmstrerj 
troupa, persuaded 
him to join the 


troupe, At their first performance, 
'when the orchestra struck up Dixie, 
Emmett, with his. old time courtli- 
ness, rose and sarig the song with 
a tremulous voice. He w.as loudly 
apnluuded, both men and. at every 
subsequent appearance. But 
one 


trip was enough for him. He went 
biicfc to his little 
home in Mount 


Vernon, Ohio, and 
spent his time 


working in his garden .and raising 
chickens. He 
made the 
request 


that ho be buried in 'the dress suit 
worn during, -his tour with Fields, 
and that the band play Dixie" as his 
body was .lowered 
into the grave.

But Hendrik Van Loon hat' come to our aid in 
his remarkably good book, "The 
Story" of 


Mankind." He tells the story just as every 
parent would like to if ho could, with charm 
and interest and illumination. He doesn't load 
it down with too many, facts, yet it is not a 
mere outline. It is a real story, and .at every 
point It suggests the meaning of what hap- 
pened. The boys and girls who get the 
story in this way cannot fail to understand 
setter their own life and day. 


The author has a most happy gift with his 


pencil, and has added many scores of draw- 
ngs, not pictures at all for the. most part, 
rat each expressing an idea. These drawings, 
are in technique just the sort of thing that 
any bright child might do; in idea they are 
works of genius to make the story live again. 
They are not frills and ornament, but a vital 
part of the book. 


And the best -part of- the book is that < it 


appeals to children of the grown-up. variety 
as well as the younger ones.
